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2. After Chancellor Konrad Adenauer's speech of 26 September, Dertinger made the 
following comments: "The very opening words, in which Adenauer said that West 
Germans could not sit down at the same table to negotiate with Comnunists, and 
the atatements there there is no freedom in the DDR and that free elections will 
first have to be held, all would scem likely to meet with refusal here, However, 
I would honestly welcome the holding of elections." When someone present observed 
that Dertinger himself stood no chances of being elected under such conditions, 
he replied that he would then set up a newspaper of his own and withdraw from 
politics. 


3. On 28 September the house-to-house agitation in East Germany in behalf of the 95x41 
Grotewohl proposal was discontinued, presumably as a result of the new situation 
created by Adenauer's l4-point speech. However, the agitation was to be resumed 
on & Octover, with a somewhat different line, to be set by Otto Grotewchl's speech 


of 6 October.
